The distribution of power 
amongst this small percentage was so arranged 
that even 3 per cent represented in effect no 
more than at best 1 per cent of power. A genera- 
tion of turmoil and agitation almost culminating 
in revolution succeeded in foreing through a 
measure which increased the 3 per cent to 4.5 per 
cent of the population! It is true that the dis- 
fribution of votes was more equitable, but even 
with that, to call this percentage a democracy 
would be ridiculous 


Growth of Electorate 


Another generation of growing agitation en- 
sued. This also ended in violence. Then Mr. 
Disrael!, one of the boldest and most venturesome 
of British statesmen, doubled the electorate. This 
measure increased the number of voters to 8 per 
cent of the population. Disraeli's audacious 
plunge horrified some of his aristocratic sppport- 
ers and shocked many Whigs. Bob Lowe had al- 
ready foretold the calamities that would follow 
Gladstone's more cautious propesals. Seven years 
later saw the election of the first Tory Parliament 
since 1841. So much for the prophecies of men 
who always fear evil must flow from justice. 

Fifteen years after the Disraeli measures, the 
Gladstone administration added another 7 per 
cent to the electorate. The Gladstone proposals, 
which raised the number of voters to 16 per cent, 


were so vehemently contested that they nearly 


precipitated a constitutional crisis of the first 
magnitude.

NEW YORK, 
HERE is a plot in 
ray Anderson's new 
comedy, ‘Jack and Jill,” which 
opened Thursday night at the 
Globe Theater—there is a plot cen- 
tering about a chair made from the 
wood of the cherry tree chopped 
down by George Washington.

Mayes had been a man of some consequence 
in his community, which took becoming cogni- 
zance of his passing. His merits were magnified, 
as the worthy custom is. His comely “widow,” 
44 years old, emotional by nature, grieved deeply 
and had unstinted sympathy. 

The funeral was on a suitable scale. A leading 
Presbyterian minister conducted the services. 
Prominent men bore the casket to a grave in ex- 
clusive Greenwood Cemetery. Mrs. Mayes found 
a measure of solace in providing at the same 
time for her own ultimate resting place by his 
side. 

There was suspicion that Mayes had been mur- 
dered. Hatred aroused by his efforts to stop 
bootlegging among his men supplied a motive. 
Bloodhounds, with customary inaccuracy, trailed 
to the home of a man and he was arrested.

$2200 shortly before his disappearance, turned 
up and Dr. Bennett repudiated the indorsements. 
The banks from which the money had been ob- 
tained. employed detectives, who concluded that 
Mayes was alive and began a search for him. 
He was traced to the West Virginia coal fields and 
arrested at Welch, in that State. He escaped from 
a Deputy Sheriff by a ruse, but was again arrested 
at Powellton, W. Va., and taken back to Knox- 
ville.

The woman had had hardship added to sorrow 
since Mayes’ disappearance and she gave un- 
stinted expression, as her nature is, to her new 
happiness. But it was only until Monday after- 
noon. Then she was called to the telephone, and 
was told that Mayes had just been brought to 
jail. 

Gregg, at his ease in the place which belonged 
to Mayes, was informed of the more than dubious 
status at which he had arrived. There was a 
family consultation. The newly wedded couple 
separated, with assurances of constancy, pending 
the unraveling of the tangle. 

Then Mayes had his little joke. The remains 
that had been so decently interred at Greenwood, 
he confided, were those of an innocent but un- 
fortunate calf that had been sacrificed to pro- 
vide verisimilitude for the presumed passing of 
Mayes.

Buyers, with the 
burden of the day’s business off their minds, 
seek recreation and amusement, and having estab- 
lished ‘a sort of camaraderie with the model who 
has been wearing gown after gown during the 
process of selection, the invitation to dinner is 
not at all unusual, nor is its acceptance. Anna 
Keenan, who by this time had »Secome Dorothy 
Keenan, had her opportunity and she made the 
most of it along the line of her natural bent. 
The buyer introduced her to others, and it was 
not long before her beauty had begun to attract 
attention and she became a regular at the caba- 
rets and theaters, and began to wear extrava- 
gant clothing and sparkling jewels. 

But her orbit, nevertheless, remained for some 
time within the relatively circumscribed limits 
of the buyers’ bankrolis. She was a “good girl,” 
in the odd vernacular of Broadway, which meant 
that she was bright and cheerful cempany and not 
beyond the means of a man in comfortable cir- 
cumstances.

Lived In Fear of a “Terrible Man” 


Color might be given to this theory by the 
fact, not divulged until a week after the murder, 
that Dot, in addition to being chloroformed, had 
been badly beaten, and it further dovetails into 
an intangible story of a “terrible man” who was 
among Dot's admirers, who often beat her, and 
who, she feared, might some time murder her. 

In this connection, the police attach peculiar 
importance to the phrasing of a brief will found 
in the model's room, bequeathing all her belong- 
ings to her mother. It read: 


‘*‘Y, Dorothy Keenan, believing that some- 
thing unforeseen might happen to me, here- 
by bequeath all my earthy possessions to my 


mother.’’ 
These possessions included an expensive auto- 


mobile, some $25,000 worth of jewelry, most of 
which was stolen at the time of her death; a 
bank account of several thousand dollars and the 
furnfshings of her apartment. Apparently little 
of this remains, however, for the automobile has 
not been found since her death, and when ber safe 
deposit box was opened last Tuesday it was found 
to’ contain Liberty Bonds for only $2600 and 
jewelry worth less than $1000. 

The reference to the possible unforeseen dis- 
aster has been the subject of more attention in 
police circles, however, than has the settlement 
of the girl's estate and it is regarded as a point 
atrencthening the theory held by the model's 
mother concerning her daughter's murder. 

The mother, Mrs. Anna Keenan, when visited 
by the police soon after the girl's death, launched 
into a tirade against a man who had been an 
intimate associate of Dorothy's. 

“I think I know who the murderer is,” she de- 
clared. “That man is capable of anything. My 
daughter has often showered expensive gifts on 
him. and she was afraid of him, too. He told her 
once that he had once committed a murder and 
escaped the penalty for it, and I know that she 
lived in terror of him.”

“Dearest Alix: 

“Please excuse this boldness of mine 
of writing a few lines to tell you how 
sorry I was and how I deeply regret not 
to have been able to come and see you 
while Ella stayed with you. But after 
our returning from Denmark a lot of im- 
portant matters—one about Georgie—who 
luckily is quite well now, kept me back 
from going. You may well imagine my

Mossy’s wedding, where we generally used 
to be all about half a mile off from each 
other, cannot be called a pleasant meet- 
ing. And for you, poor thing, especially, 
it must be of a disagreeable recollection, 
as you suffered so from an earache! 

“I do hope you are quite well and 
that awful pain has not come back.—If 
you don’t mind, wouldn't you send me a 
photo of yours, one of the new ones, like 


those you sent Xenia lately: iI would be 
so happy to have one near me.—I have to 
go often to town to my regiment (the 
Preobragenski’s) and whenever I look into 
our garden at Antichkoff I always think of 
that lovely time on the ice, which seems 
now to be a dream. 

“And now good-bye, my darling Pelly.

The Georgie mentioned in the preceding let- 
ter is Grand Duke George, the consumptive 
brother of the Czarevitch, who died in 1889. 
«Pelly?? was a nickname given to Princess Alix 
by her playmates. ‘‘Mossy’s’’ wedding refers 
to the wedding of Princess Marguerite of Prus- 
sia, a sister of the Kaiser, to Grand Duke Fred- 
erick Charles, a cousin of the future Czarina. 
The wedding took place in Berlin in January, 
1893. 

Since every movement of the Czarevitch was 
carefully watched and reported to his parents, 
they quickly learned that he resumed correspon- 
cence with the Hessian Princess. Pressure: was 
brought on the latter to end the affair. 

Then, like a bolt from the blue, came a 
staggering letter from Alix. She begged him to 
discontinue writing to her. She rejected his hand 
ostensibly on religious grounds, claiming that she 
could not embrace the Greek Orthodox faith. His 
answer, which appears below, is a strikingly pa- 
thetic document.

THINK it likely that few people besides myself 
have ever actually seen and spoken with @ 
“eave man.” 

Yet everybody nowadays knows all about the 
eave man.

But lately, for some reason or other, there has been 
a run on the cave man.

When he fights, on her behalf, against a drayman 
or a gun man or an ice man or any other compound 
that makes up a modern villain, he is said to “feel all 
the fierce fighting joy of the cave man.” If they kick 
him in the ribs, he likes it.. If they beat him over 
the head he never feels it: because he is, for the mo- 
ment. a cave men. And the cave man is, and is known 
to be, quite above sensation. . 

The héroine. too. shares the same point of view. 
“Take me.” she murmrrs as she falls into the hero's 
embrace, “be my cave man.” As she says it there is, 
so the writer assures us, something of the fierce light 
of the cave woman in her eyes. the primordie! woman, 
to be wooed and won only by force. 

So, like evervbody else, I had, till I saw him a great 
idea of the cave man. I had a clear mental picture of 
him—hnee, brawny, muscular, a wolfs*in thrown about 
him and a great war club in his hand. I knew him as 
without fear, with nerves untouched by our effete civ- 

lization, fighting. as the beasts fight, to the death, 
killing without pity and suffering without a moan. 


It was a picture that I could not but admire. 


I liked, too.—I am free to confess it—-his pe¢uliar way 
with women.

The “ditch” connecting Mississippi 
River with industrial canal and 
Lake Pontchartrain is a feature in 


$25,000,000 project, now practi- 
cally completed, which will make 
the city a@ greater port—aAll the 
valley, it is said, will share in the 
benefits arising from improved 
loading and shipping facilities :: 


HEN the tugboat “Samson” of the 
New Orleans Dock Board steamed from 
the Mississippi River through a cut 
in the levee into Lake Pontchartrain, 
the event marked the practical com- 
pletion of a big engineering feat with, 
Some unusual features and of great 
practical importance. 

Thousands of people watched two powerful dredge- 
boats cut their way throvgh the levee emban*ment 
at the point where the Father of Waters is now con. 
mected with New Orleans’ navigation and industrial 
canal. As the outcome of a project which will total 
up to $25,000,000. the ancient port of New Orleans 
now bas an inner harbor. 

It really was a historical event when the “Samson” 
crossed the spot where only a few days before a high 
mound had risen to protect the levee against the annual 
“high water” that flows to the Gulf of Mtxico. This 
initial trip was made early ™ the year. Following the 
tugboat ca .e barges of the type that are used in trans- 
porting cargoes from St. Louis and other important 
shipping points, thus proving the practicability of the 
canal. 

The new water route shortens the distance between 
New Orleans and the gulf, provides shipping facilities 
for export and import trade and brings New Orleans 
closer to the coal fields of Louisiana. The entire 
Mississippi Valley, it is believed, will share the bene- 
fits of the undertaking 

Less than 20 days after the “Samson's” first trip the 
great ditch connecting the Mississippi and Lake Pont- 
chartrain had a depth of 39 feet. Dredges then con- 
tinued the work of deepening the channel through 
the entire length of the canal, some five and one-half 
miles. 

Plans are under way for the construction of steel 
sheds and warehouses alone the canal, also for the 
construction of a belt railroad and the paving of the 
approaches to the canal, which is to be lined with in- 
dustrial plants. Lateral canals leading into the main 
channel will be built as needed 

All will be for the speedy handiing of freight. The 
canal and its improvements mean that Mississippi 
Valley products can be loaded, at a minimum of cost, 
directly from the freight car or barge into the ship's 
bold. The canal will not only affect a material reduc- 
tion in several attending charges, but it will save 
time in dispatching cargoes to the Orient, to South 
and Central America and to the many foreign ports 
that trade with New Orleans and the great producers 
of the Mississippi Valley. The same benefits will at- 
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Canal locks to the “inner harbor’ at New Orleans, part of a $25,000,000 project which involved joining 
the Mississippi River and Lake Pontchartrain. The locks can accommoda large, ocean-going vessels.

the system is more than 26 miles -of possible dock 
facilities, with more than 15 miles of wharfage and 
modern steel sheds, cotton warebouses and great 
grain elevators. ee 

The canal is 150 feet wide at the bottom and oo 
at the surface The locs# of reinforced concrete 
construction, is 1050 feet long and 75 feet clear width. 
The channel approach to the lock is 125 feet wide on 
the bottom. 275 feet on the surface. Canal and lock 
have a minimum depth of 30 feet. Ten mulilion cubic 
yards of earth were excavated and this earth was used 
to fill the canal zone to a distance of 1000 feet.

The navigation and industrial canal was made pos- 
sible when the voters adopted an amendment to the 
State Constitution in 1914, following 12 years of propa- 
ganda. This amendment authorized the Dock Board— 
officially known as the Board of Commissioners for 
the Port of New Orleans—to build the canal. Kut the 
amendment provided no money with which to do the 
work. Neither did it authorize the Dock Board to sell 
any of the lands along the canal, though it might lease 
them. The law did, however, authorize the Dock Board 
and the New Orleans Levee Board to contract with 
each to build the canal. 

In 1918 a meeting of leading men of New UOrieans 
was held in the board room of the Hibernia Bank and 
Trust Co., the president of which ts now president of 
the Dock Board, when the need of the canal as @ 
facility for the encouragement of commerce and in- 
dustry was discussed. City and State officials, as well 
as commercial exchange and bank presidents, news- 
paper editors and others present expressed a desire 
that the canal be built without further detay 

The matter of a financial plan was left to bankers and 
they evolved the idea of the New Orleans Levee Board 
rharged with the maintenance of levee lines along the 
eanal and which possessed taxing power -making &

“Reining in our horses, we sat there gazing up at 
this grand relic of a dead people. Instinctively, one 
almost held one’s breath: there was something so 
sublime, so awe-inspiring in this imperishable monu- 
ment to perishable gods. What did it all mean? The 
tyrant priests, majestic in their bejeweled and be- 
feathered robes, standing at the head of those now 
crumbled steps, with supplicatory hands uplifted to 
the starlit heavens; the mighty lord of the Itzas, at 
Whose command tens of thousands had toiled at the 
building for years in the blistering sunlight: the gods 
to appease whom the blood of human victims had per- 
chance flowed in rivers before their grotesque idols; 
all dead. unutterably dead, impotent. discredited!” 

Among the stories told about Chichen Itza by old 
Spanish chroniclers is one that when the elder Montejo 
captured the city and made a sojourn there, in 1528 
he had a census of the population taken, so as to ap- 
portion the Indians among his soldiers as slaves 
Each Spaniard thus became the master of between 2600 
and 3000 natives. Since Montejo’s troops on his arrival 
at Chichen [Itza numbered some 35, this would make 
the total number of inhabitants something like 
1.0000 OO 

Later historians put this down as a gross exazgzera- 
tion, both from the fact that they do not believe the 
surrounding country could have supported such a pop 
nlation and because it does not appear that Montejo 
ever subjected the natives over any large area He 
remained master of the city for several months.’ but 
it was because the Indians had simply withdrawn tem- 
porarily into the village suburbs and surrounding 
woods. Unable to prevail\eéainst the firearms of the 
white men. the natives decided to play a waiting 
game, and slowly but surely they starved the Spaniards 
out. 

When Montejo finally 


had to evacuate the city. be 
did it in a picturesque way. ‘Choosing a dark night, 
the Spenish commander assembied his men. keeping 
the sentries on the walls until the last moment and 
muffling the feet of the horses. Then he tied a dog 
to the bell rope attached to the clapper of a large bell. 
and put a piece of meat a few feet away—but just out 
of the dog's reach 
Stealthily the Spaniards 


worn by fatievue and priva- 


tions, moved out of the town into the woods. As the 
dog saw them going he struggled to accompany them 
and pulied at the rope, which rang the bell. When 
they were out of sight the dog presumably scented 
the meat and thereafter throughout the night made 
efforts to reach it, ringing the bell the while. The 
ruse succeeded, it is said, and the Indians did not sus- 
pect that the enemy had abandoned Chichen Itza until, 
the continuous ringing of the bell until dawg having 
aroused their suspicions, they reconnoitered the town 
and found it deserted. But in the meantime the Span- 
iards, on their horses. had escaped to the coast. 

The great monument at Chichen Itza is a truncated 
pyramid nearly 10 feet high, squared almost to the 
four cardinal points bu® not orfentated. The four 
base lines are each 20 feet long. On each of the four 
sides there were originally gigantic staircases. That 
on the west side, still in a fair state of preservation, 
up which the two explorers climbed, is 37 feet wide. 
On the other side the steps varied in width to 44 feet. 
Two are practically destroyed, the third much broken 
and overgrown with cactus and shrub. 

The pyramid is built of rubble and earth, and was 
completely faced with flat-hewn slabs of limestone 
about five feet by four feet, and from four to six inches 
thick. In places these are still in position. The four 
corners evidently once dressed with rounded 
stone blocks from top to bottom. 

At the summit is a_temple, now roofless, 40 feet 
long, its massive door with life-sized 
figures of warriors in full ceremonial dress, or priests 
in feather costumes. There 4s no altar. which 
have taken as evidence that po human sacrifices were 
performed here 

But the state entrance had pillars carved in a snake 
pattern and ending at the base in large snakes’ heads, 
the flat upper surface of which would have been in 
full view of the thousands congregated on the plain 
below and easily have served as the butcher 
block where the victim's palpitating heart, after his 
breast had been sliced open with the silex knife, was 
torn from its tissues to be burned as an offering to the 
god in the inner apartment of the temple. And some 
writers searcely lifeless body of the 
victim was then pitched down the steep.«staircase, to 
amentally eaten by the worshipers.

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The newest star of the Movies—The second of a series 
of eight articles dealing with life on the film coast

N A SUNNY day in Holly- 
wood the sun does shine 
there occasionally—there is 
no one I would rather walk 
with than Walter Hiers. For 
his rotund figure casts the 
biggesf shadow of anyone in 
Shadowland. 

But this is only one of the 
many claims to distinction 
which may be “allowed” the 
newest star of the motion pic- 
ture art, industry or game— 
which ever you choose to 
call it. And even the fact 
that he is the newest star of

the manner in which he has become one. 

The question, “Why is a film star?” is usually as 
‘difficult to answer as “Why is Hollywood?” or “Why 
is Hays?’ A large proportion of the alleged stars are 
not really stars at all, unless one accepts George Jean 
Nathan's definition. which is “A star fs an actress who 
is loved a little by the public and a whole lot by her 
manacer.” 

For years the movie magnates who control the mo- 
tion picture industry have decided who their stars 
vould be. And their selection has been so obvious. 
especially on the feminine side, that George Jean 
Nathan's definition became only too true. Despite 
the facet that it often took hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to make the public tolerate the film favorite of 
the troducer, this method was employed on every side. 
Mut ot late. most of the big producers have seen the 

Olly of his procedure, at least from the economic side. 

thé tilm game has gradually settled down to a more 
or less legitimate business, the financial interests be- 
hnd the producers have not allowed them to star any 
young and attractive woman because a high official of 
a producing company has taken a fancy to her. Only 
the few independent producers who are independently 
wealthy are able to indulge in such luxuries. with the 
result that stardom today means much more than it 
yserd to. 

in fact, stardom today means more than the guess 
of a producer that the public is willing to pay its 
hard-earned money to see a certain actor or actress 
Guesses ‘n the past have proved too expensive. The 
failure of the Famous Players group to make a certain 
young woman with an alliterative name a real star. 
to mention only one case, showed conclusively that 
no amount of advertising or publicity can make the 
public regard a performer as a star unless it is willing 
to do so. This star, it will be remembered. was the 
so-called “synthetic luminary.’’ She was given a rec- 
ord-rea’ing salary, but when her contract expired 
last January it was not renewed. 

Walter Hfers was not selected for stardom, given 
a4 stars contract and an opportunity to enact the 
stellar role in an important production merely because 
Jesse LL. Lasky. the production head of the Famous 
Plavers Co., believed he conld be developed into a 
star yv the jndicious use of advertising and publicity. 
Nor was he selected because of his superior artistry 
and histrionic™ abilits Walter Hiers is the first 
star of the movies who has been elected to that honor. 
An’ the method of his election was so wausual that 
it is deserving of attention. For if this method of 
ma’ ing stars is followed in the future it will do more 
to rid the screen of the alleged film favorites who 
are in too much evidence today than anything Mr. 
Hais hs anuegested 

A: the last convention of the district managers and 
sales forces of the Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion, which was held in Hollywood last November 
and attended by 200 men from all parts of the coun- 
try, the question of making a new star was approached 
in this manner. The names of several candidates 
selected by Mr. Lasky were submitted to the conven- 


tion and balloted on. Being the men who sell the 
pictures, they were naturally in teuch with what the 
the public wants, and so their unanimous choice of 
Walter Hiers was significant. From their intimate 
relations with exhibitors and their audiences they 
knew that there was legitimate interest in Hiers, and 
so they voted that lie should be their company’s new 
star. with the result that Hiers, who had appeared in 
minor roles im several pictures made by the same 
company, was given a new contract with a large sal- 
ary and assigned the stellar role in “Mr. Billings 
Spends His Dime,” a full-length film version of 
Dana Burnett’s story, which is now being shown 
throughout the country. 

I didn’t know this when I met Walter Hiers at the 
Famous Players studio—in fact, I had never seen or 
heard of him until I bumped into him in a dark cor- 
ridor of the studio office.
